Reminisces 


by C. Norman Detweiler 


Memorial Day, which had its beginning below the Mason- 
Dixon Line as Decoration Day, was designated originally as a 
day on which to decorate the graves of the Confederate soldiers 
who fell in the war between the States. The day set aside was 
April 26 and on that day the graves in cemeteries throughout 
the South were strewn with flowers. 

Before long the custom was likewise adopted in the North 
and May 30 was established as Decoration Day. First establish- 
ed to honor the soldiers and sailors who gave their lives in 
the Civil War, it has since become a day on which to pay 
tribute to those who served in all of our country’s wars; but 
with time came a change in the manner in which the day is 
celebrated. 

Prior to World War I the day was in truth a decoration day, 
when graves of departed service men were covered with flow- 
ers, placed there by community residents during the course of 
the day’s ceremonies. Parades were the order of the day in 
most every town, with hundreds of school children, local 
lodges, veterans and town bands participating. 

Children, then, were imbued with the meaning and purpose 
of the day and deemed it their duty to gather flowers the day 
before, make them into bouquets or daisy chains and carry 
them in the parade to the cemeteries and place them reverently 
on the graves of “the old soldiers." 

Years ago children were required to report to their school 
rooms on May 30, were given credit for the day's attendance, 
and were then accompanied by their teachers in the proces-

The Story of Bucks County's Prison 


“We just get treated decent- 
ly,” the denim-clad young man 
said, licking his lips. “Being in 
here has helped me. At least, 
it hasn’t harmed me.” He grip- 
ped the arm of his chair and 
looked, for a long moment, out 
the window. “I have a family 
waiting. I get out in just a 
couple months now. I’m gonna 
try not to disappoint them. You 
know, you take one drink, 
maybe two. Then that false 
courage comes on.” 

His name? John Doe. His 
address? Bucks County Prison, 
Doylestown, Pa.. His offense? 
Armed Robbery—and a large 
amount of false courage. I sat 
opposite him in the Warden’s 
office and found myself hoping 


he'd make it. He'd been helped р 


here. His chances were good. 
But it was still up to him. 

Society demands its rights of 
protection from those who 
would disregard the rights of 
others in pursuit of their own 
gains. To meet this demand is 
the primary purpose of any 
prison. But the often over- 
looked truth is that society, 
banishing an individual from 
its midst, loses that individual's 
talent. The only way for society 
to regain that lost talent is 
to understand and sympathize 
with techniques of rehabilita- 
tion— the ultimate purpose of 
the Bucks County Prison. 

Society is an animal one must 
get used to, live with and in 
and eventually adjust to. There 
are those who retreat from or 
rebel against this hypothesis. 
For these, reality is a thing of 
their own creation. Treatment 
and rehabilitation may help the 
person to understand his prob- 
lem and thereby climb above it. 
And within the walls of 
the medieval-style castle on 
Pine Street, the newly-opened 
"Treatment Center" is trying to 
do just that. 

"We are in the salvage busi- 
ness, not the junk businesss," 
says Bucks County Prison 
Warden John D. Case. “Indivi- 
duals are confined to this 
institution as punishment; not 
for punishment.” 

A stalwart, six-foot retired 
Major with twenty-one years 
service in the Marine Corps, 
Warden Case acquired his 
duties upon the retirement of 
Earl Handy, who had been 
Warden for more than twenty 
years. 

As far back as an early 19th 
Century Board of Visitors’ 
Report, the hue and cry for 
reform measures inside the 
sandstone walls of the prison 
was heard . . . “This structure

(old building) continues to go 
from bad to worse and is now 
almost unfit for human habita- 
tion. It has been justly said that 
the barns and farm buildings on 
the place are really better adap- 
ted for the use of human beings 
than this old dilapidated and 
uncomfortable house...” 

It appears Bucks County's 
first jail was built in Falls 
Township in 1687. In 1724, 
the Assembly directed that 
the Courthouse and jail, to be 
relocated on a 5-асге site in 
Newtown, Bucks County, be 
separate edifices. In 1810, 
Newtown was proved inacces- 
sible as a central seat and Doy- 
lestown was named in its place. 
The prison remained on Court 
St. in Doylestown for 70 years. 
Then because of deterioration 
and increased population, a 
new jail was planned. In 1885, 
the present jail was completed. 

The stone walls that sur- 
round the prison are thirty-two 
feet high—and very solid. 
They are topped by strings of 
high tension barbed wire that 
would cause the wail of a siren 
if tampered with. The exterior 
of the prison is impressive in 
its look of forboding. No social 
teas here. You don’t cross the 
threshold unless you have a 
good reason. A visitor might be 
able to ignore the loneliness of 
the stone walls. For one who 
plans on staying awhile, that is 
a hard thing to do. 

There is a “long block”, a 
“short block”, a "Woman's 
Wing” and on entering the 
prison itself, after a short walk 


across the courtyard, two 
“holding cells” for persons 
brought in during the night. 
After an interview, fingerprint- 
ing, bloodtesting and photo- 
graphing, the person is assigned 
a cell. 

The cells, painted various 
colors, accomodate four pris- 
oners — each cell containing 
bunk beds attached to the wall, 
a toilet, wash basin, stool and 
desk. 

Exercise for the adults and 
juveniles is held in separate 
yards. The prisoner is encour- 
aged to work during the day— 
in the garden, around the 
grounds, in the kitchen, in the 
barber shop, in the library, 
whatever he can do. Access to 
limited freedom is judged 
according to his classification, 
minimum or maximum security. 
He works, he reads, he plays— 
but there is still a lot of time 
left over. 

What lands a man in jail? 

Fifty percent of those behind 
bars are there because of drink, 
says Major Case. The Bucks 
County Prison is a “short term” 
institution. Prisoners awaiting 
trial and those legally sentenced 
by the Court make up the 
populace. Some, inmates have 
“flat time” to serve—a specified 
number of days—from two 
months minimum to twenty- 
three months maximum. 

According to a state report 
for 1958-60, Bucks County 
Prison commitments ranged 
disorderly conduct, vagrancy, 
motor-vehicle violation, theft, 
contempt of court, non-support 


and on down the line. 

Resentment of authority, low 
educational standards and poor 
environment conditions may be 
indirect causes for a man’s 
imprisonment. But emotional 
disturbances that eat away at 
a man’s mind are the more 
likely. 

Psychological motivation di- 
rects human action. None of 
us loves, hates or even lands 
in jail without a reason. And 
that reason is often hidden 
beneath reams of other reasons 
that have satisfied their purpose 
for quite a while—that being 
to hide the true reason. 

“We challenge uncomfor- 
tableness here,” says Major 
Case. "When a man walks 
through that door and the gates 
clang shut, there is no one 
left to hate. Then treatment 
begins." 

The "treatment" has as its 
purpose a psychological under- 
standing of the prisoner as man 
and human being. When “ban- 
ishment" occurs, when he walks 
across the threshold of the jail 
and is slapped in the face with 
the stone walls of the court- 
yard, he is a man with a prob- 
lem. Probing begins into the 
"why" of his being there. In 
the process perhaps for the 
first time in his life, he begins 
to know a little about himself. 

How does the Treatment 
Center of the Bucks County 
Prison work? 

Briefly, two correctional 
counselors, Roy Beans and 
Nicholas Zelenevich, consult

INDEPENDENCE HALL 


A one day near-by trip that 
Panorama suggests, is a visit to 
Independence Hall in Phila- 
delphia. The marry alterations 
and improvements to the area 
make it well worth while, even 
if you had visited it some years 
ago. Take a step into history 
one day soon. 
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“The United States was 
created in Philadelphia on July 
4, 1776, when the Continental 
Congress voted the final form 
of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. The United States was 
perpetuated on September 17, 
1787, when the Federal Con- 
vention completed its work on 


the Constitution and referred it, 
through Congress, to the indivi- 
dual States for ratification. 
Both these great decisions were 
made in the same chamber in 
what is now called Independ- 
ence Hall" These words of 
Carl Van Doren tell the story 
behind Independence National 


Park. Included also are Con- 
gress Hall, Old City Hall, and 
Independence Squares all own- 
ed by the city of Philadelphia 
but administered by the 
National Park Service; Carpen» 
ters Hall and Christ Church, 
privately owned but included 
in the interpretive program 
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of the service under cooperative 
agreements; and other historic 
structures. Restoration of In- 
dependence Hall to its colonial 
look has been aided through the 
donation, by the General Fede- 
ration of Women’s Clubs, of 
$210,000 to refurnish the first 
floor, with primary emphasis 
on the Assembly Room where 
the Declaration was signed and 
the Constitution written and on 
the Supreme Court Chamber. 
Independence Hall the historic 
collection alone is worth at 
least $1,000,000—and some of 
the items are beyond price. 

It is easy to get to Independ- 
ence Hall by train or by car. 
Nearby are many dozen other 
historical buildings, not to 
mention the new American 
Wax Museum, depicting im- 
portant events in our history in 
life like wax figures.—RJA 
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Here is a view of the room in 
wAich the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed. The 
original silver inkstand used by 
the signers is visable on the 
table beneath the painting of 
George Washington.

mildly aggressive or outright 
hostile; placating or vindictive. 
How tractible or intractible is 
the inmate? How much can he 
be helped? How much can he 
NOT be helped? Does his 
crime warrant his being sent to 
another institution? Is there a 
good chance for rehabilitation 
here? 

A summary is given to the 
Warden. Security classification 
is adjudged according to the 
crime. The man is acquainted 
with the recreational and edu- 
cational facilities of the prison. 
These include badminton, base- 
ball, football, chess, checkers, 
parchesi. Among the educa- 
tional courses are first aid, a 
sketching class, a photography 
class, a leather-working class. 
Each instructor — brought in 
from the outside—is expert in 
his field and teaches not only 
the fundamentals of his craft

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but the respect and dedication 
that go along with earning one’s 
way in life. 

Books, donated by inter- 
ested persons and the Book- 
mobile of the Buck s County 
Free Library system, stock the 
shelves of a "cell" library and 
are borrowed from inmate 
"librarians" according to latest 
library regulations. 

Periodic "bull" sessions with 
Major Case, a counselor or 
Educational Coordinator Hor- 
ace Mellors, are granted each 
man to help him realize his 
potential in the outside world. 
What kind of work is he best 
suited for? What can he do 
best? What has he done in the 
past? What are his interests? 

Mellor's stay at the prison, 
an indefinite one, is an experi- 
ment of the Red Feather 
Agency of the William Penn 
Center. He acts as liason be- 
tween instructors and inmates 
and offers to each inmate free 
of charge tests of mental, read- 
ing and factory apptitude. 


"Out of 80", he says, "35 to’ 


50 consider themselves labor- 
ers. But most don't know 
themselves. And they don't 
know what they can do. They 
are amazed, as one inmate put 
it, to find that "someone cares.” 


A "Letters to the Warden" 
box is planted just inside the 
“long block" of cells. Some of 
of the letters are requests—an 
inmate's telephone call to his 
wife; a loan from his prison 
bank account. This was started 
upon his commitment and 
added to with earnings received 
from his working in and around 
the jail, or by relatives and 
friends. Some are complaints: 
Some are “newsy bits". All are 
read by Major Case as part of 
his morning's routine. 

"Each individual is impor- 
tant," says Major Case. “You 
can't just throw a man into a 
group and expect him to be 
rehabilitated. Basically, we try 
to guide him in solving his 
problems so that when he gets 
out, he stands a chance of not 
repeating his offense." 

But, statistics say, fifty-five 
percent of the persons released 
from a Federal prison can 
expect to return to one prison 
or another. Why? 

Home problems may still 
exist—no matter how well the 
man has been rehabilitated. 
And, if returning to society, he 
finds it hostile, if employment is 
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refused him because of his 
"record", he may take the easy 
way out—the way he thinks 
can best benefit him. In prison, 
he might think, they cared. But 
outside—that's another story. 

"No one improvement is 
a panacea," says Coordinator 
Mellors. 


The Bucks County Prison is 
a community within itself—a 
world set apart from its indus- 
trial, residential and artistic 
surroundings. Within its walls, 
people with problems that grew 
too big for them to handle learn 
they exist and perhaps they 
learn to handle them. As long 
as we are a human society, we 
will have need for prisons. But 
they are not an end—a "dump- 
ing ground" for those we con- 
sider too weak to make the 
grade. Indeed, as the Bucks 
County Prison is trying to 
show, they may be the begin- 
nings for new lives—Stop signs 
at the end of long and lonely 
one-way streets.

Every week should be fire prevention week, to alert our 
citizens of the seriousness of this threat to their lives, their 
families, their homes and their future. The seriousness of the 
fire problem is a challenge to correct existing fire hazzards and 
promote safety measures to reduce this drain upon the re- 
sources of Our communities. 

At all times citizens should check for fire hazzards in their 
homes and places of business. Heating plants, fuses and elect- 
rical wiring should be examined and made safe.

sion through town to the local cemeteries where ceremonies 
were held and a squad of “old soldiers” fired a salute over the 
graves of their departed comrades. 

At the conclusion of those ceremonies the town assembled 
in the community park where a program was presented, in- 
cluding a lengthy oration by an imported speaker of note. By 
that time the morning was well spent, literally and otherwise, 
and those who did not bring picnic lunches for the family went 
home to fill the empty void. Thus was spent Decoration Day 
in its earliest years. 

But something has happened to Memorial Day since 
World War I. Gone are the veterans of the Civil War, and a few 
of the 98'rs remain. Parades are not as large as they once were, 
and in many instances have been discontinued altogether. 
School children no longer are required to participate enmasse, 
lodges and civic ofganizations are absent from the line of 
march, and save for present day veterans' organizations, fire 
companies and Boy and Girl Scouts, many a town would not 
have a parade and ceremonial rites in cemeteries on the 30th 
of May. 

Time was, also, when almost every residence in town was 
profusely decorated with bunting and flags. Today the bunting 
is a thing of the past and flags are often conspicuous by their 
absence in some communities. 

So, Memorial Day has been affected by the changing times, 
and with millions of family cars taking to the highways for the 
holiday, it has become a national hit-the-road day which 
usually ends with a casualty list greater than any one day of 
any war.
